My head still hurts, but It's not as bad as before. 
Tht^ doc tor corner 1 n and says that the CAT scan uliowud 
that I had a brain tumor. Me also said that part o F the 
tumor had broken through into the ^1 nus cavity and may 
have contaminated the brain fluid. Therefore, they had to 
do at spinal tap to determine if it had. I've had a fear of 
certain medical procedures and a spinal tap is the top of 
the 1 i^it „ I had to ait on the edge of the bed and bend over 
as far ds I could, leaving the bow of my back presented to 
the doctor . I was preparing for the procedure and was 
rttady for it when the doctor started digging his knuckles 
into my sides to find my hipbones <s>o he could line up the 
tap correctly. It hurt like crazy* It was bo demoralizing 
to be ready for something that's going to hurt and being 
hurt beFore it even happens. The doctor was very good* 
however, he told me everything before it happened. Tliu 
spinal tap didn't hurt as bad as I had thought it would* 

They f i n 1 shed the tap and I laid back down. I was iso 
depressed and upset and 1 hurt everywhere. 1 started 
crying- The nurse asked if I wanted to talk to my sister. 
I Lidld yes, so she went and called her. 1 hadn't realized 
it was about midnight, but she came anyway. She sat with 
me until I dozed off at about 2s OO am. 

MARCH 23 5sOO am 

I watt awakened by a technic! an tak lng bl oud. Not tme of 
the most pleasant eye openers. After that, thr ee nur Htitf 
Cams in and announced that my IV needed to be restarted* 
The first vein had collapsed. It took her three pokes to 
f i nal 1 y get it. She was very apol oget i c . I must say that 
in all my time in the hospital, every nurse I had was kind 
and gentle and very good. That can be a blessing when you 
are frightened and upset and not all there. 

I spent most of this day drinking lots of liquid and 
experiencing the joys of a bedpan. It was about this time 
(mid to late afternoon) that the hallucinations began- I 
was X ayi ng in bed when f our men came in. One of them i ntr □ 
duced him-self as the head of the hospital. He introduced 
the others as the heads of other departments. They asked 
mcj the usual questions and then thuy left- (It wasn't until 
my mom poi nted out the ht.'arl of the hospi tal to m& 4 weeks 
latwr that I real! red that that episode was a hallucination.
